what in aprearance and construction; 
the excavai.on of the coast houses, 


disanpears, and gives way to log- 
stru..vres above the ground, but étill 
corered with sods.

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Epiror GazetTe:—The surplas 
in the National Treasury has agi- 
tated the nation more than any- 
thing else for several years. It has 
troubled the financiers, broken the 
sleep of Wall street, taken the 
time of Congress aud agitated the 
President so that he recently de- 
voted a message to it, recommend- 
ing a surgical operation to remove 
it and prevent the possibility of 
its return. I confess that I never 
was injured by a surplus in the 
Treasury or saw anyone else in- 
jared by one, and I fail to appre- 
ciate the scare, but if there is any 
danger to the country at large 
from this cause what is to become 
of poor little Nevada who not only 
has to carry her share of the na- 
tional surplus but actually has one 
of her own nearly six ‘times as 
large, in proportion to population 
and wealth? While the surplus in 
the United States Treasury is 
gathered from imports upon ar- 
ticles brought from foreign coun 
tries, mostly for or by the rich, and 
upon the liquor and tobacco trade, 
ours comes from our own people 
and is drawn from the products of 
our own industries. It has been 
accumulating ever since our lands 
first became the desire of the 
homesceker, the farmer and the 
stockraiser, and seems likely to 
continue to accumulate atan in- 
creasing ratio for some time to 
come. Itis not possible now to 
state the number of citizens who 
are covtributing in interest and 
principal to this fun*, but it is very 
large. The proportion of land 
owners to the whole population in 
Nevada,in my opinion.,is larger than 
in any State in the Union, if not in 
any country on the globe, and 99 
per cent of such lands were pur- 
chased from the State and are 
being paid for on time with in- 


terest. 

Mr. Mills last week stated the 
surplus in the U, 8. Treasury to be 
one hundred and twenty-nine 
million, or $2.15 per capita. Ne-va- 
da’s is nearly half a million, or 
$12.50 per capita. That the ac- 
count is keptin the name of the 
school fund means nothing in the 


argumeut so farasicansee. If it 
can be used judiciously and result 
in a benefit to thé State the income 
will more than support the schools. 
if not, the principal will not last a | 
very great while. On the first oi | 
July our State ‘Treasury leld 
$466.949.30 in cvin aud $300,000 U. 
5. bopds worth more than par. 

The yuestion then is, cau the 
State properly and profitably draw 
upon this fund fur the imp rove- 
ment of the State? Being thi son 
vf a Whig | must answer ~ Yes.” 
Our only sources of wealth are 
water, land aud mines. The latter 
we must leave to private enterprise, 
the two others we must bring to- 
gether. We can increase the water 
supply at an outiay that will prove 
immensely profitable as a business 
proposition. Everywhere’ there 
are opportunities fur reservuirs 
that would cost to build froma 
few dollars up to hundreds of thou- 
sands, but that is only the raw ma- 
terial, and thuse who gu into the 
study of this question will fiud 
that this people have never had sv 
ditticult a problem to solve. Yet 
it presses and will not be put down 
and we must be studying itin very 
self-preservation. 

A great difficulty in the way of 
saving water on the Llumboldt and 
its tributaries is that it will destroy 
the immense crop of fine natural 
hay on the river bottoms, which in 
early days was the only source. of 
supply fur a country hundreds of 
miles in extent. Like the valley of 
the Nile, spring floods sweeping 
lor days and weeks over the en- 
tire surface of the meadows are 
necessary tu the growth of crops. 
No floods in May no hay in July. 

On the Truckee, Walker and 
Carson the case is very different. 
fhe spring floods are no source of 
ney or pleasure to the farmer, 

ut rather a danger and oftena 
great damaye, but here again a se- 
rious difficulty presents iteclf in 
the fact that almost all of the res- 
ervoir sites are in California and 
any money spent to build danis 
would be adding to the wealth of 
a possible rival or even enemy, 
placing ourselves in the power of 
cvanty assessors across the border. 
{t would not be safe to do much 
without procuring av amendment 
to the constitution of California 
guaranteeing immunity from tax- 
ation. 

‘hen, too, many of the reservoir 
sites are now fiue meadows or 
ranches which must be purchased 
befure they can be flooded. If it 
is decided that something shall be 
done, a train of questions will pre- 
sent themselves.

never had to solve the problem of 
redeeming 8 desert until it crossed 
the Missouri river.

tious in the interest of goud ygov- 
ernment, for “lL do not speak fur 
myself, Jobo,” which any vne whu 
might be a possible candidate 
could be suspected of doing. 

A number of other objects will 
call fur care and reduce the sur- 
plus, though most of them require 
regular expenditures, and are part 
ofthe routive, The State and dis- 
trict agricultural svcieties, the 
prigon, asylum, Orphans ome and 
university can receive a liberal 
support and their usefulness in- 
creased, 
ve fuund in the State. Evyery com- 
munity has citizens who wuuld 
wake excellent legislators but who 
vbject to the bitter persvunalities 
aud undignified struggles canii- 
dates are expected to face.
